Net Believed That They Are Respon- 
sible for Many Deaths of Animals, 
Says Western Expert.

Tho common tap'-worin of lambs Is 
one that has a habit of fjrtting Into 
the duct leading from the liver, and 
foT this reai;on many who have exam- 
ined shi i'i). dead of ilisc asi', have sus- 
pected the tapeworm of lausnig tho 
death. It might be well to state that 
more than (Ju per i ent ol all w> st>Tn 
lambs have these tapeworms, as evi 
denced by finding them on tho kill- 
ing lloors at the large packing houses. 
While it must be admitted Unit In .1 
few instances tin y may i ause sonii) 
trouble, yet It is not bi lievcd that thi^y 
Lire rosponsiblo for many of our lamb 
losses. 

During the '•ie>,'i> of the V'.ansas 
horse dls-'aso sonn man unfamiliar 
with the normal conditions In horses 
or tho first time found I'alisailo 
..otins In the abdominal arterii s of 
■ ,m! horses. He ul once juiiipcil at 
the I'onclusion that these worin.s were 
responsible for the disease. Had he 
known that approximately 95 per cenr 
3f all boraes have theso same worms. 
Ilia reputation might not have suffered. 

It is rather common for veterinarians 
to diagnose tapeworms In doga, and i'l 
tboot 16 per cent these dlagnoaes aro 
correct, but that the tapeworms in 
these animals are responsible for dis- 
ease ia not at all evident, except In a 
very small pereentage of cases, so it 
is with these tapeworma In lambs. 
Tbey can alwaya be found In posting 
any UffS amber of animals, but that 
they aro rssyeaslble for any aerloua 
diseaso Is ovMsat oaJy ia a tew cases.

! ; ;l. in the brief time accorded us 
\s ,11 alliiw. ■ 

Human life is ^o complex, so many- 
sided, and so hidden and obscure are 
the elements that make of it a success 
ir I failure, that the verdict is seldom 
K i ived at until after tlir dratli ni hiai 
who lived it. Indeed bioiiraphy rec- 
ords many instances of men coming 
into thi ir own, generations after the 
iiiort.il liati t ikeii on immortality. In- 
stances wiiere only the spectrum of 
futurity brings out into plain reading, 
the name and fame of the departed. 

lUit iu other* instances the effect is 
more inmiediate, the fruitaije more 
clesriy instantaneous. 

Dr. Harrison's is a casein point. 
He made his presence and his influ- 
ence felt whitiiersoever he went. 

His blameless private Ufe, his iiiuh 
moral courage, his conscientious self- 
devotion, his kilty ptitriotism, his un- 
swerving allegiance to his ideals, all 
fix upon him the s^p of true great- 
ness. 

The studious avoidance of the polit- 
ical, was with him a fi.xed |>rineiple. 
This, coupled with his natural reserve 
and the fact that he was not an orator, 
tended to keep him out of the lime- 
i<ht of public life. 
1 1, !!. r 'lie i,rl.-tmour of acclaim lends 
no specious coloring to his life's por- 
traiture; no sycophancy nor adulation 
enters into the architecture of his 
life's .structure with its spurious arch- 
es and adornnn-nts to crumble with 
the touch of time. His statue will not 
figure in the list of statesmen that 
adornthe Hall of Fame, nor will the 
future orator point to him as one of 
the immortelles. 

But there is a greatness that is hewn 
out of the solid rock of fate, stroke by 
stroke, a i)roiiiineiu e achieved in the 
lirivate walks of life, the makint,' of a 
modest undertaking a perfect success, 
the doini; of the apparently little things 
of life, day after day, in a perfect way, 
strayinu after no false i,'ods, striviny 
after nu big things to be in the public 
eye. and makioe no big mistakes, 
that require years of lost motion to 
retrieve; "l)ending not the pregnant 
hiniies of the knee, that thrift may 
follow fawning;" scorning cant and 
pretense, greed and double-dealing, 
idle ifossip, bringing slander in its 
train. Livini; the life without fear 
and without reproach. 

Ah! greatness such as this is hard- 
est to achieve. Printers' ink at so 
much !>( r line will not cornpii.ss it. 
The accident of birth can never i;rasp 
it Supremacy of intellect, boundless 
wealth, political preferment, all fall 
short of such a mark. 

Thus was our brother, our teacher 
great, aud he had u gr«ftt intellect
